Maniia, March 13, 10:0) a. m.—General 
Wheaton’s newly formed divisional brigade 
advanced at 7 o’clock this morning from 
San Pedro Macati for the purpose of cor- 
calling the enemy. 

It is now moving on Pasig, meeting 
with slight resistance as the rebels 
are in full retreat. A gunboat is clear- 
ing the jungle along the river banks, 
which have been carried as far as 
Guadalupe. 

The purpose of the move is to clear the 
country to La Guna de Bay. 


REBELS PLANNED AN ATTACK. 


American Troops Had No Trouble in 
Repelling the Filipinos. 
Manila, March 12, 6:50 p. m.—The Fili- 
pinos apparently had planned an attack 
upon the lines of General Otis and General 
Hale this morning, but their courage seem- 
ed to fail them, though they fired signals, 
and afterwards kept up the fusilade along 


the American front for an hour. 

Our troops, in obedience to orders, re- 
frained from shooting, with the exception 
of two companies of newly arrived men, 
who replied until they had suppressed a

TWO LIVES LOST IN COLLISION. 


Freight Train Crashes Together Near 
Bradley’s Station. 

Naugatuck, Conn., March 12.—In a head- 
on collision between two freight trains near 
Bradley’s station, on the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad, shortly after 
7 o'clock this morning, two lives were lost 
and several others of the train’s crew se- 
verely injured, though none fatally. The 
killed are: 

ENGNEER GEORGE DEAN, 
nine, married, East Hartford. 

FIREMAN DANIEL KENNEDY, thirty- 
eight, Danbury. 

The injured are: 

Fireman James Dover, fractured elbow 
and sealp wound. 

Conductor HDdward, cut in the head. 

Brakeman T. B. Jones, scalp wound and 
breken nose. 

Thirteen cars, mostly loaded with cotton, 
left the track, and ten of them went down a 
very steep embankment. The tender of the 
engine in charge of Dean left the track and 
the cab was broken off and went down the 
embankthent and Dean was buried under it 
and instantly killed. Kennedy had his left 
arm torn off at the elbow, had a very large 
hole in his groin and hip fractured. He was 
taken to Dr. Delaney’s office in Naugatuck, 
but died a few hours later.

KIPLING SEES HIS CHILDREN. 


Author Passed a Restless Night, but 
Continues To Improve. 

New York, March 12.—Rudyard Kipling 
passed q restless night, on eccount of suf- 
fering a g00d deal of pain. Today, however, 
he was much better. As yet no one outside 
his attendants and his family have been 
permitted to see him. He is not yet in a 
condition to have friends admitted to his 
bedside. 

This evening Mr. Doubleday reported Kip- 
ling’s condition as satisfactory in the ex- 
treme, the physical suffering of the patient 
being due to the resolution going on in the 
lungs. His temperature is very little above 
the normal and he is able to take a con- 
siderable amount of solid food. 

Today Mr. Kipling saw this two children 
for a short time.. His little girl Elsie is 
now sufficiently recovered from her sick- 
ness to run about, although she has not 
yet been outdoors. 

The physicians have decided that within 
two weeks their patient will be well enough 
to remove to some pleasant spot, not yet 
decided upon, to convalesce. 

Mr. Kipling realized today for the first 
time how many friends he really has, and 
learred of the arxiety manifested during 
his illness. He read many of the tele- 
grams and letters expressing syiopathy 
with his wife, admiration for him and hope 
for his recovery.

Knoxville, Tenn., March 12.—(Special.)— 
Miss Lucy Fanz, twenty-year-old daughter 
of Joseph Fanz, a wealthy and retired busi- 
ness man of this city, committed suicide 
this afternoon. She jumped from the Ten- 
nessee river bridge of the Atlanta; Kncx- 
ville and Northern railroad, a distance of 
100 feet to the water below. 

The body came up once and floated a 
hundred yards, when it went down near the 
east bank. 

The young lady has been mentally afflicted 
for several years, but has improved cf late. 
She attempted self-destruction last night by 
taking a deadly drug, but her father dis- 
covered the attempt before a _ sufficient 
quantity had been taken. 

Fanz was walking with his daughter over 
the bridge at the time. She ran from him 
and sought her terrible death. The body 
has not yet been recovered.

A PHYSICIAN KILIS A NEGRO. 


Graduate of Heidelburg Shoots His 
Father’s Colored Butler. 
Sewickley, Pa., March 12.—About 7 o’ clock 
Sunday night Dr. Charles F. Murray, son 
of Dr. R. J: Murray, one of the best 
known and highly respected residents of 
Sewickley, without apparent provocation, 
shot and instantly killed John Jennings, a 

negro, his father’s butler. 

Murray for about a week has been acting 
strangely and it is thought his mind has 
been affected by drink. The negro was born 
in ‘Martinsburg, W. Va., twenty-two years 
ago and thas been married about a year. 

Dr. Murray, the murderer, is twenty-six 
years old, a graduate of Heidelberg, and 
one of the most popular physicians of the 
Sewickley valley. Up to midnight Murray 
had not been captured, but his arrest is ex- 
pected momentarily.

Washington, March 12.—Much interest 
wus. manifested today in reports to the 
effect that the Japanese government is 
discussing a plan to adopt Christianity as 


the state religion. : 

So far as could be ascertained, however, 
the statement lacks credibility or founda- 
tion in fact. The published report was to- 
night shown to Mr. Jutaro Komura, the 
Japanese minister, who was asked to make 
a statement on the subject. In reply, 
through an attache, he spoke substantial- 
ly as follows: 

“The statement that Japan is discussing 
a plan to adopt Christianity as its state 
religion is not true, and there is no possi- 
bility of this being done. Unlike Russia, 
England and other European countries, the 
Japanese government has no siate relig- 
ion, but, according to the constitution of 
the country, every religion is given the 
liberty to exercise its functions so long as 
they do not interfere with or disturb the 
peace, order and good morals of society.’

EXPRESSES HIS OPINION PLAINLY 


Asserts That He Never Advocated the 
Government Ownership of Rail- 
roads—He Refers to 1900 
and Says Time Must 
Suggest Leader. 


New York, March 12.~The Verdict will 
print tomorrow a letter fcr the first time 
made public, written by William J. Bryan 
in 1897 to a Chicago editor. It is dated Lin- 
coln, Neb., November 26, 1897, and after re- 
ferring to persona] matters, says: 

“As I think I stated in my letter to Mr. 
Flower, I am in favor of the initiative ana 
referendum as far as it can be applied to 
our conditions, and assisted in the adoption 
of such a plank in our state convention, 
but I belfeve an attempt to give that such 
prominence as you seem to give it, means 
harm rather than advantage to the other 
reforms upon which the people are ready 
to act.’ I may be mistaken, but such is my 
opinion. 

‘In your letter you add the subject of 
government ownership of railroads, al- 
though your circular does not mention this. 
You are in error in supposing that I have 
advocated the government ownership of 
railroads. I have been so busily engaged 
in the study an@ discussion of the questions 
which have been immediately hefore us that 
I have never had opportunity to examine 
into the effect of government ownership of 
railroads in other countries. Events have 
forced certain issues inte the foreground 
and the people are ready to act upon them. 
To invite them to pass over these questions 
and take up new ones will he a confession 
t ‘we were wrong last fall and 17eaken 
the force of our arguments. 

“I note what you say in regard to the 
desire of those whom you represent to sup- 
port -me ‘in 1900. °t 3 : is too far 
ahead for us to know who may Le most 
available at that time. We are entitled to 
the most available men, whoever he may be, 
and the events of the next three years will 
be needed to aid us in gelecting him. Those 
who are trying to overthrow the reign of 
plutocracy inaugurated by the republican 
party will have to do the Lest they can, 
each following his own judgment, and I 
trust that our forces may be concentrated 
upon certain reforms held in common, rath- 
er than divided, when the next battle be- 
gins. W. J. BRYAN.”

ALLAN LINE STEAMER ASHORE. 


Castillian on Her Maiden Trip Meets 
with Decided Reverses. 
Halifax, N. 8., March 12.—The new Allan 
line steamer Castilian, from Portland for 
Halifax, went ashore at Cannel Rock light, 
near Yarmouth, at 4:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, at low tide, in a dense fog, her com- 

passes being deranged. 

Two compartments are full of water and 
tugs have gone from Yarmouth to the 
scene. 

The Castilian arrived at Halifax from Liv- 
erpool ten days ago on her maiden voyage, 
and went to Portland to load cargo for 
return. She is 8,200 net tons register, being 
the largest Allan line steamer afloat. 


Had a Heavy Cargo. 

Portland, Me., March 12.—The Castilian 
sailed from this port at 1 p. m. gunday. 
The ship itself is valued at about $700,000, 
and her cargo at $450,000. This is the most 
valuable cargo the Allans have ever ship- 
ped from Portland. The principal items 
were grain: and provisions. Among the 
twenty-four passengers Were Captain L. C. 
Arbuthnot and Lord Archibald Dou- 
glass, London, England. There were six- 
teen cabin and about twenty-five steerage 
passengers.

IOUS TO COME HOME. 


Paymaster of the Army at Manila 
Writes of the Many Advant- 
ages Offered. 


Washington, March 12—The following is 
an extract froma letter from Major Theo- 
dore Sternberg, -paymaster, United States 
volunteers, dated Manila, January 29, 1899, 
to an officer in the war department: 

“Tl wish you would call the attention of 
the president and secretary of war to this: 
There is not less than 10 per cent of the 
volunteers who honestly wish to remain 
in these islands and make homes here 
and engage in agriculture, lumbering and 
mining. From every point of view this 
should be encouraged unless America means 
to haul down its flag and sneak home. The 
time will come when every American will 
recognize the value of these islands. Take 
but one item: Cattle thrive here; it is the 
finest stock country I ever saw. The oriem 
can be supplied with beef from here. Now 
these soldiers wish tu be discharged here 
with travel pay. This will be their capital. 
Those who are in earnest are willing to 
do anything in reason td prove it. I be- 
lieve that they would be willing to serve 
out a two years’ enlistment by transfer 
to the regular army if necessary. They 
would, many of them, prefer to Be muster- 
ed here with nothing rather than be com- 
pélled to go to the states to be mustered 
out. There are also many regular soldiers 
enlisted under order 40. These men ‘think 
they should be paid travel pay if they 
intend settling in these islands. Now, all 
of this is based upon the idea that the 
United States will retain some sort of in- 
terest in these islands. Knowing the value 
of the pioneer, I say deliberately that each 
of these plain soldiers, young, vigorous and 
used to this climate, by remaining here will 
be of inestimable value to our country. 
The only way to Americanize these islands 
is by the example of American pioneers 
engaged in making homes for themselves. 
I take no stock in the cry that . white 
men cannot work in the tropics. 
They can, when working for themselves. 
There are no healthier people than the 
English and Scotch who have lived here 
for many years. At all events, the gov- 
ernment has here now the cream of Amer- 
ican young manhood who are anxious to 
try the thing. 

“I Know the regulars, as a cule, do not 
want to hold these islands, because they 
prefer, stations in the states. I know the 
majority of the volunteers are home-sick, 
and so color their opinions. But I had 
ag here than see the flag’ come 

» and if I was twenty years younger 
I would make my home on a farm here.”

EASTERN PLANTS AND SEEDS. 


SPECIMENS FROM THE ORIENT. 


Persimmons, Bamboo and Japanese 
Plums Will Be Tried in This 
Country. 


Washington, March 12.—Professor S. A. 


tary Wilson to the orierft to investigate the 
availability of eastern plants and seeds for 
common use in this country, and secure 
specimens of those that are valuable, has 
submitted his preliminary report summing 
up the work. : 

There are a number of seeds and plants 
selected for experiment with a view to com- 
mon usage here, and they include persim- 
mons, the eastern product of which is a far 
more edible fruit than ours; bamboo, Japan 
plums, pears, camphor trées and hagi. All 
the persimmon and pear seedlings have 
reached here and have been distributed to 
experiment stations. 

The persimmon, the report shows, fs the 
most universally used of all the fruits in 
Japan. This makes the first importation 
of the seedless yariety of the persimmon, 
which is dried and preserved like a ‘ic. 

Some plums were purchased in Janan for 
hybridizing our native plums. The bam- 
boo is used in Japan for an infinite variety 
of purposes and it is even a table delicacy. 
Whether the American taste will be train- 
ed to use the bamboo as a food is not 
ventured, but the report says it will thrive 
in many of the southern states and be of 
great value in various ways. Among other 
uses, it is suggested as a materia] for eave- 
troughs, light fences, staging poles, rafters 
etc. It is the product of a warm climate 
and in rich, moist soil frequently grows 
sixty feet in one year. Camphor trees were 
selected because this variety wil) stand the 
frost of our gulf states and the tree is 
large and ornamental. The bark of the 
paper mulberry, it is urged, will go well 
with the bamboo for awariety of purposes. 
The CrypomeA& Japonica is the rrincipal 
tree used in reforesting the mountains cf 
Japan and it will be a valuable addition to 
the woods of the southern states. Hagi or 
lespidigu Licular is a new forage plant 
apparently of great value. It stands the 
drought well, is similar to alfalfa in char- 
acteristics and nutritive value, but more 
hardy, thrives on poorer soil and has a more 
vigorous growth.

Ht is probable, however, that in ease the 
Forsyth street site is determined on, only 
three roads will contribute to the erection 
of a station there—the Central, Southern 
and Atlanta and West Point. The Western 
and Atlantic, Seaboard amd the Georgia 
are all wedded to the present eite, and it is 
thought will refuse to leave there. In this 
case it means two stations for Atlanta. 

Another rumor current for the past two 
days is that a magnificent new station will 
be erected on the corner of Hunter and 
Forsyth streets, part of the proposed site 
now being occupied by the Granite hotel, 
owned by Venable Brothers.

The Illinois Congressman Is Fully 
Answered by the Senator from 
the New England State 
Touching the Meas- 
ure. 


Washington, March 12.—Some of the mem- 
bers of the senate now in the city take ex- 
ception to the statement of Representative 
Cannon, published Saturday, concerning 
the defeat of the recommendation of the 


president in regard to the Nicaragua ca- 
nal. The statement to which the senators 
take particular objection is the following 
gene: 

“If the senate bill or amy measure pro- 
posed had been enacted the United States 
would have paid $5,000,000 for a worthless 
concession, and would have been committed 
by law to the construction of a canal along 
the Nicaragua route, and under such <on- 
ditions it would have been compelled, be- 
fcre we threw a spade full of earth, or in 
any way began actual construction, to have 
acquired by treaty of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica the territory whereon to construct 
a canal, ahd the right to construct it. Such 
legislation would have delayed and em- 
= construction of am isthmian ca- 
nal,’ 

Referring to this statement tonight, Sen- 
ator Frye, chairman of the committee in 
the senate which inserted the Nicaragua 
canal amendment in the river and harbor 
Lill, gaid: 

“The statement of Mr. Cannon to the 
effect that the United States would have 
paid $5,000,000 for a worthless concession if 
either the senate canal bill or any measure 
proposed had been. enacted, is incorrect. 
fhe senate cana] bill provided for the ap- 
pointment by the president of appraisers to 
value any property purchased and the 
amount to be paid for any such property 
was limited to $5,000,000. ff it were assumed 
that the appraisers would y $5,000,000 for 
Scme worthless thing, and the president 
would have approved such action, then Mr. 
Camnon’s statement might be correct. But 
Mr. Cannon nor any one else assumes that 
such a thing would be possible. Now as to 
the canal amendmenf inserted in the river 
and harbor bill, not a word was said about 
the payment of $5,000,000 for any purpose. 
That améndment authorized the president 
for and in behalf of the United States to 


longing to Costa Rica and Nicaragua, or 
8 rights, easements or provings therein 
or connected therewith as may be necessa- 
ry to excavate, construct, control and de- 
fend a canal and so on. There is nothing in 
that provision requiring the payment of 
$5,000,000 or 5 cents. Nor is there anything 
in that provision requiring any treaty to be 
negotiated with Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
to secure territory. The president was au- 
thorized to acquire it, if he could, and the 
money was appropriated to y for it. I do 
not, and did not, interpret that amendment 
as authorizing the president to acquire the 
concession or property of any corpceration, 
as I do not believe such concessiohfhs are 
worth anything. But if it did authorize him 
to do so, it is not true that the United 
States would have paid $5,000,000 for a 
worthless concession unless we are to as- 
sume the president of the United States is 
to be a party to it. I do not think anybody 
will assume that. The bill did not author- 
ize the payment of a cent for any conces- 
sion held by cny corporation. Hence, I do 
not see what could have misled Mr. Can- 
non into making such a statement unless 
it was the fact that not being a member of 
any of the committees having this matter 
in charge he was misled. 

I see that in another part of his state- 
ment he says that the United States cannot 
afford to enter upon this great work until 
it has-acquired by a treaty a zone of ter- 
ritory whereon to ccnstruct the canal. 
Holding that view, I do not see how he 
could object, as he does in another part of 
his statement, to measures which he says 
would have compelled the United States be. 
fore any work could be done on the canal, 
to ‘have acquired by treaty from Nicara. 
gua and Costa Rica the territory whereon 
to construct a canal and the right to ‘con- 
struct it.’ The f is, that a good deal was 
left in the senate bill in the senate amend- 
rents to the river and harbor bill, as far 
as this swbject is concerned, to the discre- 
jon of thé president. Nothing could be 
done except with his approval, and he was 
not required to pay out anything, but was 
merely authorized to do it.

WHILE SITTING DOWN 


Wounded Man Had No Pistol About Him 
| and Was Not Ugly. 


BOTH MEN ARE BADLY HURT 
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Walker Is Said To Have Been Shot by 
His Friend and Partner. 


INTERVIEWS ARE . REFUSED FLATLY 


General Walker’s Conduct Is Said To 
Have Been Cowardly and He 
Is Condemned. 


Bristol, Tenn., March 12.—General Walk- 
er and Attorney Hamilton, who were 
wounded in a shooting affray at the court- 
house here iast night, are resting easily. 
General Walker was shot through the 
shoulder and side, the bullet penetrating 
the lung. The wound is a dangerous one, 
but not necessarily fatal. 

Attorney Hamilton’s wound is peculiar. 
The bullet entered five inches above the 
navel and ranged downward. 

Ordinarily it would have penetrated the 
stomach and caused his death, but Hamil- 
ton had not dined, and because his stom- 
ach was relaxed it is thought the ball 
missed a vital point and is lodged near the 
spinal column. His condition is, however, 
serious and the physicians hold but slight 
hope of his recovery. ' 

Various stories are in circulation as to 
just who did the shooting in the courtroom. 
One version is that General Walker did no 
shooting at all. Another is that Stenogra- 
pher Davis shot Walker, while others say 
Walker was shot by J. R. Hickman, one of 
his friends. Neither of the wounded men 
will make a statement in regard to the 
affair. 

Walker in a Critical Condition. 

Bristol, Tenn., March 12.—General Wal- 
ker had a serious relapse at 1 a:..m., and 
complains of pressure on the lungs. He 
is in a very critical condition, his physi- 
clans expecting a fatal result of the 
wounds. Hamilton, at the same hour, was 
resting easier.

Havana. March 12.—General Maximo Go- 
mez has issue@ the following statement to 
“the Cuban people and army: 

“By the use of the supreme facilities with 
which it is endowed, the assembly, repre- 
senting the army only, has deposed me as 
commander-in-chief of the Cuban atmy, 
which grade it conferred upon me during 
the last war. As commander-in-chief I al- 
ways followed the dictates of my Lest con- 
science and the call of great national needs. 
I endeavored in all circumstances to ‘fulfill 
my duty. 

“The assembly considers the fact that I 
do not aid it in efforts to raise loans, which 
later would compromise the greatest finan- 
cial and political interests of Cuba, to be an 
act of insubordination and of want of re- 
spect. The primary cause for the action 
taken against me is my conviction that 
Cuba should begin the exercise of its own 
sovereignty, as a republic of union and con- 
cord, proclaimed at Monte Cristo and sus- 
tained unimpaired on the field cf hattle, 
free from all compromise, keeping the na- 
tion’s honor spotless. 

“As for the rest, as a sincere man, I con- 
fess I thank them because they relieve me 
of great political obligations and also leave 
me free to return to my abandoned home, 
which, during thirty years of continual 
strife for the good of this country trat I 
love so much, has been my one aspiration. 
Foreigner as I am, I did not come to serve 
this country by helping it to defend its just 
cause as a mercenary soldier, and conse- 
quently, since the oppressive power of Spain 
has withdrawn from this land and left Cuba 
in freedom, I have sheathed my sword, 
thinking I had finished the mission which I 
had voluntarily impose@ upon myself. I am 
owed nothing. I retire contented vend satis- 
fied at having done all I could for the ben- 
efit of my,prathers. Wherever destiny. rules 
that I make my home, there can the Cu- 
bans depend upon a friend.” 

Brooke Will Deal with Gomez, | 

_ Governor General] Brooke was notified ljast 
night of the deposition of Gomez and when 
seen this morning he was much interésted 
to learn the details of the assembly's pro- 
ceedings. He said he could not express an 
opinion as to the effect of the assembly’s 
action upon future relations between Gen- 
eral Gomez and the United States, particu- 
larly in the matter of disbursing the $3,000, - 
000 offered by Washington to the Cuban 
troops as a condition of disbandment, but 
the impression seems to be among the 
American authorities that, as the asembly 
has never been officially recognized by the 
United States government, its action, so far 
as Washington is concerned, will not 
amount to more than the resolutions of any 
other body of individuals. ' 

The assembly is being strongly censured 
by Cubans on alt sides, and there were 
popular demonstrations this afternoon in 
favor of the deposed commander-in-chief, 
the crowds shouting ‘‘Long live Gomez,”’ 
and ‘‘Death to the assembly.” General 
Gomez, during the day, recelved numerous 
visitors, all of whom assured him‘of their 
affection and loyalty, and that the decla- 
rations by the assembly, on whatever sub- 
ject, could not represent even the frmy, 
as the elections which gave its members 
their present positions are really voidable 
for illegality and political jobbery. There 
is no doubt that a majority of the people 
support him as against the assembly. The 
local press will probably attack the as- 
sembly, urging its dissolution as the best 
thing that can happen, and insisting that 
there is no reason why the United States 
authorities may not continue to treat with 
General Gomez in the matter of the pay- 
ment to the troops. 

Payrolls Nearly Complete. 

It is said on good authority that the 
payrolls Gomez is’ preparing to hand Gen- 
eral Brooke are most complete, full ana 
fair, and that when the army learns he can 
aid the troops in procuring $3,000,000, where- 
as it is problematical whether the assembly 
can obtain anything, there is little doubt 
as to the side the army will take in the 
controversy. The troops are tired of the 
field and insufficient food, and the indi- 
cations are that they would readily disband 
on receipt of the $3,000,000 unless deceived 
by the assembly with promises of a larger 
payment in the event of refusing to ¢is- 
band. 

General Gomez enjoys the full confidence 
of the American military authorities; end 
although he says he is glad of his new 
found liberty, since it will enable him to 
return home, it is not believed that he 
will leave Cuba at present. He has al- 
ways insisted that an active share in dis- 
tributing the money would fall to him, 
and there seems no good reason why he 
cannot continue to act as General Brooke’s 
adviser and helper. 

The question of his successor as com- 
mander-in-chief has not yet been consid- 
ered, but General Mayia Rodriguez is the 
next in command. No doubt General Go- 
mez technically exceeded his authority in 
acting independently of the assembly. His 
course was certainly calculated to arouse 
jealousy in that body. But it is becoming

But 
there is a similar contest on al) over the 
state, that is, as far as the constitutional 
convention goes. But Birmingham is be- 
coming the political center of the state, 
and thence there is more of it to be seen 
and heard here than at any other point. 
The candidates for delegates to the con- 
stitutional convention, to be decided on tn 
the primaries to be held in a week, are all 
prominent men in this city and their race 
is the more interesting. The mayoralty 
race is growing warmer an@ warmer. 
The primaries are vet a month off and the 
three prominent citizens who are canijldates 
have many friends out working for them 
hard and the race is becoming exceedingly 
interesting. Public speakings will he begun 
shortly and preparations for a three-cor- 
nered debate between the candidates are 
being made. Hon. Ross C. Smith will have 
an open meeting on the 20th at the opera 
house here and some of the best known 
men in the state will be speakers, such as 
Hon. John W. Tomlinson, Sheriff Frank P. 
O’Brien, General Fred S. Ferguson, Hon. 
M. A. Porter, Hon. James Tanner and sev- 
eral others. 

Smallpox in the State. 

Advices received here are to the effact 
that there is considerable smallpox in the 
state. Lut the state health officer, Dr. W. 
H. Sanders, ts doing all in his power to put 
a stop to the ravages of the disease. There 
is but little so far in this (Jefferson) county, 
and what is here is being isolated at the 
pesthouse on Red mountain. The patients 
are negroes. In Cullman, Hale, Dallas end 
Perry counties, however, it is reported 
there is considerable of the disease among 
the negroes. The jaw in reference to quar- 
antines of counties was not passed by the 
legislature, which makes it rather hard on 
the state health department to enforce véc- 
cination. However, there is much being 
done to stamp out the disease and Dr. San- 
ders feels confident that he will successfully 
hanale {t. 

Route to Mobile. 

The Scuthern railway made a ehange to- 
day in its route from Birmingham to Selma, 
and fnstead of going to Blocton, this route 
will go via Gurnee Junction, cutting out 
quite a bit of road. This is sald to be a 
move on the route from Birmingham to 
Mobile via Selma and the Mobile and Bir- 
mingham railroad, which was lately ac- 
quired by the Southern railway. The state- 
ment is made here that shortly a night train 
will be put on from Birmingham to Mobile 
direct, with a sleeper on the tratn. Compe- 
tition will be excited with the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, which at preesnt 
has a direct line to Mobile. In time it is 
further stated the Southern railway will 
put on a line from Washington, via Atlanta, 
Birmingham an@ Selma to Mobile. Indi- 
cations, by the change in the route from 
Birmingham to Selma made today, point 
to the Southern taking hold of the Mobile 
and Birmingham ratlroad at once and us- 
ing it both for passenger and freight traffic. 
The Louisville and Nashville railroad is 
making every preparation to give contest 
in time between Birmingham and Mobile or 
Rirmingham and New Orleans. ‘Trains cn 
the Louisville and Nashville road are not 
stopped for any cause between Rirmingham 
and Montgomery, nearly one hundred miles. 
The recent law allowing flagmen to be sta- 
tione@ at railroad crossings and not com- 
cary trains to come to a complete stop 
there has given the opportunity of running 
through trains. As soon as the Southern 
railway gets a direct route to Mobile some 
sharp competition is looked for.

The Women’s Press Club of Alabama 
meet In annual session on Tuesday, 
meeting to Le held in the rcoms of the 
Woman's Club of Birmingham. It ts ex- 
pected that quite a number of delegates 
from al} parts of the state will be here and 
the sessions prdémise to be interesting.

“MAN OF EXPERIENCE TALKS 


AMERICAN NAVY

One af Cambon's Staff Speaks of 
Great Work During War, 


He Declares World Watched the Hor of 
United States’ Warships 


BOTH MEN AND VESSELS ARE PRAISED 


Lieutenant De Faramont Declares the 
Trip of the Oregon a Great Piecg 
of Work, but He Strongly — 
Advocates the Cruis- 
ers. 


¢ 


Washington, March 12.—Lieutenant De- 
Faramond, of the French navy, recently 
arrived here in company with the French 
ambassador, M. Cambon, to become naval 
attache of the French embassy. Lieuten- 
ant DeFaramond has had wide experience 
as a naval observer, following the Japanese 
and Chinese vessels through the China- 
Japan war, and now coming here to study 
American naval methods. Speaking of the 
American navy today, Lieutenant DeFara- 


mond said: 

“The American navy has attracted world- 
wide attention within the last year, and this 
is leading European countries to send na- 
val attaches to Washington. This will be 
the first time that the French govern- 
ment has had a naval attache with the 
embassy. A German naval officer is com- 
ing to the German embassy, and other 
countries doubtless will follow in the same 
lines, Since the Spanish-American war thig 
country affords splendid facilities for naval 
study, It was the first real test of modern 
fighting vessels and naval science must 
draw its conclusions largely from what 
the American navy accomplished during 
the war with Spain, I think it is universal- 
ly conceded in Burope that the Amerieun 
navy made a splendid recard, not only in 
a general way, but in the technica] mat- 
ters of naval detail, It demonstrated the 
effectiveness of the rapid fire gun of me- 
dium caliber, rather than the larger guns. 
It also seemed to show that the power of 
& navy is more in its weapons of attack 
and offense, its capability of giving blows, 
rather than in its heavy armor and capa- 
bility of resisting blows. 

‘We, in France, were quite well-aware 
of the growing power of the American navy 
even before the recent war, Our chief 
naval constructor, 'M, Bertin,.came to this 
country prior to the war and made a tour 
of your dock yards, arsenals, etc. On his 
return he made an official report, showing 
the great improvements the American na- 
val constructors had brought about, par- 
ticularly in the arrangement of bulkheads 
and in the distribution of armor so as to 
protect vital points. We also Know your 
American armor and are using the Anneri- 
can Harveyized process, which haSB been 
entirely satisfactory thus far.’’ 

United States Stands Second. 

Lieutenant DeFaramond says foreign na- 
val observers are not only interested in 
the results of the war, but are also ob- 
serving the large amount of naval] con- 
struction now in progress in the United 
States, and the naval improvement it in- 
volves. From Italian naval statistics he 
shows that the United States is today reck- 
oned second among the great powers i 
point of warships under construction. This 
tonnage by countries is as follows: Great 
Britain 153,122 tons; United States 56,425; 
Japan 47,520; Russia 29,040; France 25,668; 
Germany 16,545; Italy 2,972. 


“An interesting line of inquiry,’ said 
Lieutenant DeFaramond, “‘is as to why you 
are building so ma heavy ships, iron- 
clads, as we call them, as against the light- 
er, swifter cruisers. The ironclad is es- 
sentially a home a and is not fitted, 
Owing to her bulk and lack of coal capaci- 
ty, for crossing the ocean or for long 
crulses. The ‘French navy has in commis- 
sion fifteen ironclads on the Mediterranean 
and eight in the northern squadron. But 
these are purely defense vessels and never 
leave the home ports. The performance of 
your pacer ey Oregon, in running 13,000 
miles around uth America, was remark- 
able for that reason, and her present. trip 
across the ‘Pacific is equally remarkable. 
But judged by the usual naval standards 
an armored cruiser. would have been much 
better equipped for these long voyages. 
She has the speed, the coal and at the same 
time sufficient armor to make her defen- 
sive powers almost equal to those of the 
troncilad.”’ 


France’s Torpedo Boat. 

The lieutenant says that France has gone 
further in adopting the torpedo boat ae 
an effective naval weapon than any other 
country. She has in all some 250 torpedo 
boats. Some of them are very swift. 

Lieutthant DeFaramond says he thinks 
the adoption of the water tube boilers in 
American warships will be a further im- 
provement, and will make them much more 
effective for long cruising. This class of 
boilers, he says, has been adopted by the 
British admiralty for the Powerful, Terri- 
ble and ships of that class, and quite gen- 
erally by the naval authorities of France, 
Russia, Japan, Chile, Argentine and Italy. 
M. Viaud, @ naval constructor of the 
French navy, {fs at present in Washington 
on an unofficial mission, and wil] confer 
with our naval constructors on this new 
method of boller construction. 


‘Admiral Dewey is generally recognized 
abroad as being entitled to rank as one of 
the greatest haval commanders,” said Lieu- 
tenant DeFaramond.

Two weeks after organiza- 
tion, the two houses will vote for a United 
States senator. to succeed Hon. Samuel 
Pasco, of Monticello, who completed his 
second term in the national senate on the 
4th of the present month. Governor Blox- 


ham has appointed Mr. Pasco as senator 


ad interim to fill the vacancy until the 
legislature elects a senator, but it is doubt- 
ful whether the senate would recognize the 
appointment, even if congress ‘was in ses- 
sian. 

In 1897 there was a vacancy in one of 
the ‘Florida senatorships from March 4th, 
when Senator Call’s term expired, until 
early in ‘May, when Mr. ‘Mallory was reg- 
ularly elected by the Florida legislature. 
Governor Bloxham appointed Hon. John A. 
Henderson, of Tallahassee, to fill that va- 
Cancy, and although the fifty-fifth congress 
was then in extra session, the United States 
senate refused to accept Mr. Henderson's 
credentials. Mr. Pasco’s recent appoint- 
ment is, therefore, regarded as mefely hon- 
orary, and it is quite certain that it will 
Nave no appreciable effect upon ‘the choice 
of a senator by the legislature. 

The legislature is composed of 100 mem- 
bers, thirty-two senators and. sixty-eight 
representatives, both houses being unani- 
mously.democratic. The question of a cau- 
cus to nominate g senator has not as yet 
been mooted, but if a caucus is decided 
upon, a two-thirds vote, according to dem- 
ocratic usage, will be required to nominate 
a candidate. It has for many years been 
customary for the democrats of Florida to 
name their candidates for the United States 
Senate’ in legislative caucuses, but a con- 
siderable number of the legislators are 
understood to be in favor of disregarding 
that practice this year holding that it 
would tend to complicate and extend the 
contest. Should a caucts be dispensed with 
and the.contest be thrown directly into the 
joint se8sion, a bare majority of a quorum 
present and voting wil] elect a senator. 

Upon the senatorial succession question 
public sentiment has recently undergone a 
change... Even during the last fortnight 
some of the most astute politicians, who 
ayowed heretofore that Mr. Pasco would 
surely succeed himself, now doubt his abil- 
ity to secure a third term. 

Mr. Pasco’s most formidable: oppogent 
for the senatorial toga is Hon. James P. 
Taliaferro, a Jacksonville capitalist, and 
while the most intimate friends of Sena- 
tor Pasco have all along stoutly claimed 
that he would lead when the balloting com- 
‘enced at Tallahassee, the managers of 
Mr. Taliaferra’s campaign, who have re- 
cently been over the field, are now just as 
confidently asserting that their favorite 
will be in the lead from start to finish. 
Mr. Taliaferro has undoubtedly strength- 


ened himself by his open letter to a Pensa-- 


cola paper denying the charges that he 
opposed the Chicago platform and candi- 
dates in 1896, or that he was even lukewarm 


- In their support. 


Ex-Senator Wilkinson Call, whom the peo. 
Ple of Florida have honored with three 
terms in the United States senate, is also 
making an active canvass for the vacant 
seat. He is a wily and unscrupulous polit- 
ical manipulator, but in Florida has come 
to be regarded as a political back-number, 
even shop-rotten. Of course Mr. Call will 
enter the senatorial contest with a few 
votes, perhaps never exceeding a dozen. 
They will be more complimentary than 
otherwise, and when they decide to leave 
him, he can not deliver a single one as 
he may desire. 

Recent senatorial] contests in Florida have 
been long drawn out and remarkable for 
the personal bitterness and animosities en- 
gendered, which has been very much de- 
plored ‘by the better tclass ‘of citizens 
throughout the state. The sudden and un- 
expected termination of the memorable 
struggle of 1897, when, after a spirited con- 
test of several weeks, a dark horse was 
brought in and captured the prize, is atill 
fresh in the public mind, and there are 
numerous hopeful gentlemen who are hold- 
ing themselves in readiness to take advant- 
age of a possible deadlock and win out, as 
did Mr. Mallory two years ago, suddenly 
and ‘without effort. . 

That the battle for the Florida senator- 
ship will open next month as above out- 
lined, there is not reason to doubt., Pasco 
and Taliaferro will divide the bulk of the 
vote on the initial baHot, neither one great- 
ly stronger than the other. They are both 
good men, and there is a general hope 
that one of them will be elected on an 
eariy ballot. For a couple of weeks past 
there have been, it is true, no end of ru- 
mors, and more or less plausible, of alleged 
combinations to win the senatorship. It is 
too early yet to name the dark horse who 
has the best chance, but every man in 
whose favor the alleged deals and combina- 
ti®nas are being made is possessed of de- 
cided ability, and is already well known 
beyond the limits of Florida.

MISSING MINISTER 
COMES BACK HOME 


Rey. William Aiken Kelly Is Unable Te 
Aceount for His Disappearance. 


DOES NOT REMEMBER GOING 


When He Came to Himself He Was in 
New Orleans Without a Cent. 


THEN HE WIRED HOME FOR MONEY 


Financial Obligations and Hard Study 
Are Supposed To Have Caused 
Temporary Loss of Mind. 


Columbia, S. C., March 12.—The mystery 
of the disappearance of the Rev, William 
Aiken Kelly from this state on the 2th 
of lgst December thas been cleared up by 
the return of the missing minister. 

The Rev. Mr. Kelly is a young divine 
who is prominently known in the South 
Carolina Methodist conference. About the 
middle of last December he carried his wife 
end child to Charleston on a visit to friends 
‘n ‘that city. He had become somewhat 
involved financially, and his visit was made 
with the view of securing temporary relief. 
Just a short time before he had given 
much study in order to pass the final ¢xam- 
ination of the annual conference. 

Overwork and failure to secure relief from 
his firancial trouble, it is thought, over- 
balanced ‘his mind, for on the 2th of De- 
cember he left Charleston without the 
knowledge of his wife or friends. An im- 
mediate search was begun and every ef- 
fort was made by public and private means 
to find him. He had disappeared as com- 
pletely as if the earth had swallowed him 
up. His family and friends despaired of 
ever shearing from him again, believing 
that he had committed suicide. About ten 
days ago the first intimation that he was 
alive came in a telegram from New Orleans 
asking for money on which to return home. 
It was sent him and yesterday he arrived 
in Sumter. 

The only statement the has made so far 
is that he had no knowledge of leaving 
Charleston, or when or how he got to New 
Orleans; that his mind was a complete 
blank and when he came to himself he was 
in a strange city without money and with- 
out friends. 

Mr. Kelly’s financial obligations in this 
state are small and would have been ad- 
justed by his family had he appealed to 
them. No explanation for his conduct is 
given except on the ground of temporary 
aberration of the mind. Since his return 
he complains of weakness and pajns in 
the head. He is the son-in-law of Rey. J. 
A. Clifton, D.D., one of the most promi- 
nent figures in the Methodist church in 
this state. . ' 


The Killing of Thomas Pinckney in

Apathy or a Hope of Respite Checks tis Nervous Fright and 
Horror of the Gallows 


A VERY STRANGE CONDITION 


After All He May Walk To His Death ! 


with Fearless Tread, 


HOW HE SPENT HIS LAST SUNDAY 


Refused To See Hymn Singers—His 
Wife with Him Many Hours—One 
Final Effort Will Be Made 
To Save the Slayer of 
Foreman Haynes. 


Either the apathy of an indifference which 
somes with a climax of despair or hope 
of life that so often follows the condemned 
to the very moment of the springing of 
the death trap, one or the other of these 
conditions hag changed the spirits of Rob- 
ert Lewis, and yesterday, his last Sunday 
on earth, found him no longer the cower- 
ing, frightened creature trembling at the 
leap into eternity that his reckless hand 
had caused another to take. 

It is said by the guards that Lewis smiled 
yesterday, and even joked some. To a 
minister of the gospel, who called with 
apiritual consolation, Lewis said: . 

“Oh, I suppose it is all right. If I must 
die, I will try to die like a man.” 

‘the change of Lewis's mental and nerv- 
ous condition is a study in metaphysics. 
Two days before he was cringing like a 
whipped cur, his eyeballs starting from 
their sockets at every sound which he 
thought came from the terrible gallows 
room. The shutting of cell doors almost 
threw him into a fit, and he knelt and 
cried out for mercy. It was thought that 
as each succeeding day brought nearer the 
day of execution Lewis would get more 
and more frightened, and the jailers were 
expecting some trouble in getting him 
upon the gallows. 

Yesterday morning he seemed to be quiet, 
and as the day advanced he showed that 
he was a changed man. 

What caused the change is a question. 


It is said that men who have stood upon | 


the gallows ready to be hanged and who 
were suddenly respited have said that un- 
til the very last they could or would not 
realize that death was so near. They be- 
lieved something would happen to avert 
the execution; and this same feeling has 
probably buoyed up Many a man who was 
hanged, and it may be this condition of 
mind that made Lewis in better spirits 
yesterday. Then again, it is said that men 
can endure only a limited amount of nerv- 
ous strain, and when the tension has 
reached a certain point, a sense of apathy 
comes which creates a perfect indifference 
to what follows. Men have gone to the 
gallows shouting, as if every feeling that 
actuated them was that of joy; and men 
have dropped through the death trap with 
@ curse upon their lips; and in both of such 
instances it has been said that apathy was 
a result of a numbness of nervous activity 
on account of an ovetstrain on the brain 
and nerves. 
May Walk with Fearless Tread. 

Be the cause what it may, if Lewis is 
tomorrow what he was yesterday, he will 
walk upon the gallows with a _ fearless 
tread. 

The greater part of yesterday Lewis's 
wife was with him at the Tower, always

From The Louisville Dispatch. 

In view of Senator Lindsay’s suggestion 
that the democrats run General Miles for 
the presidency, The Dispatch reproduces 
the following letter in regard to Miles’s 
treatment of Jeff Davis at Fortress Mon- 
roe in order that the senator may eee the 
difficulties which he might encounter in his 
efforts to swing himself back into the dem- 
ecratic party by grabbing at General 
Miles’s coattails for a presidential swing. 

The following letter was received by an 
employee of The Leavenworth Times from 
this father, and is of such interest that we 
give it to the public: 

“Roanoke, 8. D., July 4.—My Dear Son: 
There has been much said and written 
about Jefferson Davis in relation to putting 
fetters on\him at Fortress Monroe, Va. 
Some statements are in part true and oth- 
ers are false, and some say he never was 
shackled. 

“On the morning of May 23, 1865, “I was 
detailed aa officer of the day, and after 
guard mount I reported to General Nelson 
(Miles for special orders in regard to the 
three state prisoners, Jefferson Dayis, C. 
Cc. Clay and John Mitchell, who were con- 
fined in separated gun rooms or casements, 
the embrasures of which were closed with 
heavy iron bars, looking out on the moat 
or ditch, which is about sixty feet wide. 
The first room or casement had but one 
door and two large windows facing the 
inside of the fort. The gun room had two 
doors jeading in from the casemate... These 
were closed by heavy iron grated doors and 
locked with padlocks, and at each door in 
the gun room with the prisoners were two 
sentinels with loaded muskets, and.in the 
casemate were two more sentinels and of- 
ficers of the guard, all of which were under 
lock and key, the officer of the day having 
charge of the keys. The guard was relieved 
every two hours, and that could only be 
done in the presence of the officer of the 
day. The windows of the casemate were 
also grated with iron bars. The prisoners 
occupied every other gum room and the 
guards not on duty the intervening ones. 

‘There was a special guard mounted of 
eighty men for these three prisoners, and 
the commandant of the fort could not give 
any orders of any kind to that special 
guard; in fact, he could not come within 
its lines. There were four sentinels on the 
parapet overhead, four on the glacis be- 
yond the ditch and six in the fort in front 
of the casemates. The above statement is 
just as I found things the day that Davis 
was shackled. 

“Tl reported to General Miles as the officer 
of the day. The general said he had special 
orders for me as to Jeff Davis. Having 
heard it rumored that morning that Davis 
was to be put in irons, I said to the gen- 
eral: ‘I think I can guess what it is, gen- 
eral.’ ‘Well, what is it, captain?’ “To put 
irons on Davis.’ He said: ‘That is it.’ 
I said: ‘When do you wish it done?’ He 
said: ‘“Tthe irons are not ready.’ Then I 
said: ‘Had we not better put them on to- 
ward evening?’ He said: ‘Yes,’ and I could 
send my orderly to the blacksmith and have 
him meet me at the time with the leg 
irons, and at the same time he (General 
Miles) showed me part of a letter from 
Secretary Stanton, in which he said that if 
he thought the safety of Davis required it, 
he could put irons on Davis, or words to 
that effect. The matter was left optional 
with General Miles as to whether Davis 
should be put in irons or not, 

“Just before the sundown relief, I sent 
my orderly out for the blacksmith to meet 
me with the leg irons at the casemate. Soon 
after I went down I found the smith and 
his helper there. I then unlocked the door 
and told the guard to let them pass, smith 
and helper. 

‘‘As I entered the gun room Davis was 
sitting on the end of his cot or hospital 
bed reading his Episcopal prayer book, 
and as he looked up I said: ‘Mr. Davis, I 
have an unpleasant duty to execute.’ At 
the same moment, seeing the blacksmith 
with the irons, he said: ‘You do not intend 
to put fetters on me?’ I said: “Those are 
my orders.’ Mr. Davis said: ‘I shall never 
submit to such an indignity.’ He then 
asked if General Miles had given that or- 
der. My answer was in the affirmative. 
He said he would Hke to see General Miles. 
I replied that General Miles had just left 
the fort. Davis then asked that the exe- 
cution of the order be postponed, and I 
should telegraph to the president in his 
name. I said: ‘Mr. Davis, you are an old 
soldier and know what orders are. It is 
needless to say that an officer is bound to 
execute an order given him.’ Davis said it 
was’ obvious that there could be no‘neces- 
sity for such an order to make his impris- 
onment secure. I said: ‘My duty ds to exe- 
cute this order, and it is folly for you to 
resist.’ Davis’s answer was that he was a 
soldier and knew how to die, and pointing 
to a sentinel, said: .‘Let your man shoot 
me at once.’ 

“A few moments after that he placed his 
foot on a stool; his quiet manner led me 
to think he would not resist. I then said: 
‘Smith, do your work.’ As the blacksmith 
stooped to place the clasp of the shackle 
around his ankle, Davis struck him a vio- 
lent blow that threw him to the floor. He 
recovered at once and made for Davis with 
his vice and hammer, and would have 
struck him if I had not caught his arm as 
the was in the act of striking. A moment 
after that I saw Davis and one of the sen- 
tinels struggling, both having hold of the 
musket, Davis just below the shank of the 
bayonet. The next instant the sentine] had 
wrenched the musket from Davis’s hands. 
I then ordered the sentinel to his post and 
reprimanded him for leaving. I saw there 
would be trouble, so I ordered the officer of 
the guard to go out and get four of the 
best men of the guard with outside arms 
and have them report to me at once. A few 
minutes afterwards four stalwart soldiers 
made their appearance. I s Sea. ¥ 
wish you to take Mr. Davis with as little 
force as possible and place him on that 
cot, and hold him there until the smith is 
through with his work.’ 

“As the men advanced Davis struck the 
first or foremost man. but all four instant- 
ly closed on him and shoved him on the 
cot. Davis showed unnatural st h; it 
was al] the four men could do to “hi

‘Two Resolutions Said To Be Ready for 
Today's Meeting, 


PATTERSON WILL BE CHAIRMAN 


of Force Will Come Up.. 


WHO WILL COMPOSE THE NEW BOARD 


What the Two New Resolutions Are. 
The Race for Chief of ‘Police. 
Few Changes. 


Unless all signs fail, the meeting of the 
police board this afternoon will not be 
without interesting, perhaps sensational 
features. . 

The board meets to organize for the next 
two years by the election of a chairman 
and a secretary. The members of the new 


board are as follows: 

George E. Johnson, W. O. Jones and W. 
J. Kendrick, noff-overs: J. W. English and 
W. H. Patterson, re-elected to succeed 
themselves: W. H. Brotherton, elected to 
succeed ex-Commissioner Branan, and 
Mayor James G. Woodward, ex-officio. 

There seems to be no doubt as to Mr. 
Patterson’s re-election as chairman, and 
Major Kendrick will probably be chosen 
secretary. 

That will dispose of the organization, 
and then will come the interesting matters. 

Two resolutions are slated for presen- 
tation, and each is said to be a sensation of 
itself. 

It is said that Commissioner Jones has 
a resolution which will ask that, here- 
after, whenever a captain or other officer 
is absent, the person who takes such offi- 
cer’s place will get the full pay of the 
person for whom service is done. This Is 
a radical change from the old rule. Ser- 
geants have served for captains, captains 
for chief and patrolmen for se:geants, and 
yet only received the pay for their regular 
services. It will be claimed that the 
Jones resolution will benefit .the depart- 
ment, while at the same time paying all 
members of the force for the exact ser- 
vicé rendered. The resolution may have 
opposition, and that is where the sensation 
may spring up. 

It is said that Major Kendrick has a 
resolution even still livelier than the Jones 
resolution, as it will make a fel! swoop at 
one of the fundamental prerogatives of a 
very important personage in police regula- 
tions. The Kendrick resolution, so the re- 
port goes, will call for the chief of police 
taking the active management of the po- 
lice force, and the withdrawal of so much 
power which is now delegated the chair- 
man: of the board. 

After the meeting today plans for the 
election of the entire police force will be 
laid, and the candidates for the office of 
chief will cofe up to the surface 
with more distinctness, Chief Manly’s 
friends say that he ig almost sure of re- 
election, but the friends of Major W. J. 
Kendrick have not c®abed the efforts they 
are making to elect him chief, although the 
major himself has declared that ‘he is not 
a candidate. The major has never been 
a candidate, but a large number of repre- 
sentative citizens have urged his name for 
the position. " 

The friends of Captain Joiner and Cap- 
tain Jennings have mentioned their names 
for chief. 

There is a possibility of one or two new 
sergeants being elected, and there may be 
tifteen or twenty patrolmen hunting other 
jobs. From all appearances, the changes 
in the force will not be very many.

FLANAGAN SEEMS TO FEAR A’ MOB: 
THE GOVERNOR RECEIVES A LETTER 


The Communication 1s inthe Nature of an Appeal from Flanagan 
To Be Moved to the Tower, 


SAYS MOBS ARE AFTER HIM 


Letter Said Not To Have Been Written 
by the Murderer, 


ID DIFFERENT FROM HIS HANDWRITING 


Fersons Familiar with His Penman- 
ship Say He Did Not Write the 
g-etter—Sheriff Knew Noth- 
ing of Matter—The 
Governor Acts. 


Governor Candler last Saturday received 
aletter purporting to be from E. C. Flana- 
gan, the murderer, who is now confined in 
the jail of DeKalb county. Flanagan’s 
name is signed to the letter, but those who 
are familiar with the handwriting of the 
man declare that he did not write it. 

The letter is an appea] to the governor 
for protection from supposed mobs and de- 
clares that several attempts have been 
made to get the jailer and his wife from the 
place in order that an entrance might be 
effected and Flanagan taken out and 


hanged. 

He asks that he be brought to Fulton 
county for safe-keeping and declares that 
a mob may put in an appearance at any 
moment aff seems to be in momentary fear 
of death at the hands of a merciless mob. 

What the Letter Contains. 

The letter in full follows: 

DeKalb County Jalil, Decatur, Ga., 
March 11, 1899.—Hon. Allen D, Candler, 
Governor of Georgia, Atlanta, Ga. Re- 
spected Sir: I must appeal] to you again 
to save my life, as on last Wednesday 


night a party waited on Sheriff Talley 
and his wife to take them away from 


the jai] so that a mob could take me 

out of jail and murder me. Mrs. Talley 

appealed to them to wait to some other 
time, as she was sick and so was Mr. 

Talley and their baby. They wanted 

her then to go up stairs. They may 

come tonight. Please order Sheriff Tal- 
ley to take me to Fulton county jail 
today, and I appeal to you, as governor, 
to save my life and not have me lynch- 
ed within six miles of your capitol. 

Take the matter up by telephone and or- 

der me taken to a place of safety. I 

appeal to you, as governor, to take up 

the matter w..n Judge Candler at once. 

Your obedient servant, ‘ 

B. C. FLANAGAN. 

Immediately on receipt of this letter, 
Governor Candler telephoned to Sheriff Tal- 
ley, at Decatur, and made him aware of 
what Flanagan had written, and questioned 
him concerning the matter. 

Sheriff Talley told the governor that be 
knew nothing of a mob attempting to get 
Flanagan from the jail and declared that 
the first he heard of the matter was what 
the governor told him. 

Governor Candler then icautioned the 
sheriff and told him to be careful with the 
prisoner and see that no tharm came to 
him. Flanagan has always had excellent 
treatment in the DeKalb jail and the sher- 
iff has looked carefully after the safe keep- 
ing of the prisoner. 

Who Wrote the Letter. 

If the letter was written by Flanagan it 
is probably the wild imaginations of a 
weak mind and is but the expression of 
fears which the prisoner has felt since he 
was first placed in jail charged with the 
awful murder, 

If Flanagan did not write the letter, it is 
not known what reason anyone else could 
have for sending such a communication to 
the governor. Persons who have seen spec- 
imens of Flanagan’s penmanship declare 
that the letter was not written by him. 

Governor Candler has taken such steps as 
the case occasioned, and it does not seem 
likely that Flanagan will be brought to 
Fulton county jail since it is not believed 
that there is any danger of a mob.

The Jones Avenue Baptist Church Was 
Started Yesterday. 


LARGE CROWD WAS PRESENT 


Meeting Was Presidei Over by Dr. A. 
A. ‘Marshall, of Jackson Hill: 


CONGREGATION SUBSCRIBED VERY FREELY 


-Large Amount Was Subscribed Yester- 
day Afternoon in a Few Minutes 
by the Members. 


The organization of the Jones Avenue 
Baptist church was effected yesterday af- 
ternoon, and at the conclusion of the ser- 
vices ministers who had participated in 
the organization of many churches stated 
publicly to the congregation that they had 
never before witnessed exercises so inepir- 
ing and touching. 

Dr. W. W. Landrum, pastor of the First 
Baptist church, delivered the charge to the 
church and during the address aeked for 
contributions with which to lift the mort- 
gage from the church. Dr. Landrum was 
interrupted by Dr. A. A. Marshall, pastor 
of the Jackson Hill Baptist church, who 
Stated that the members of the church had 
already been asked for subscriptions. Dr. 
Marshall stated that $935 had been given. 

It was decided, ‘thowever, to call for sub- 
scriptions and within ten minutes the 
@mount Was raised to about $1,200. It is 
W.th this amount in hand that the: con- 
Sregation will begin paying the church 
debt of $2,500. é 

Twenty-five dollars was subscribed by the 
Macedonia Colored Baptist church, which 
is located in the rear of the Jones Avenue 
Baptist church. It was stated yesterday 
afternoon that Rev. Cyrus Brown, pastor 
of Macedonia Colored Baptist church, said 
his cangregation desired to aid in paying 
the debt of the Jones Avenue Baptist 
Church if no objection was offered by the 
congregation of the new organization. 

He stated that when his church was 
Struggling for existence the Third Baptist 
Church, which was composed of practically 
the same congregation as now constitutes 
the Jones Avenue Baptist church, came to 
the assistance of Macedonia church. Rev. 
Cyrus Brown stated that a large portion 
of the money used in erecting the present 
Building of his church was subscribed by 
the congregation of the Third Baptist. He 
Said his people had not forgotten this and 
now that they had an opportunity of show- 
ing their appreciation they hoped that 
their contr:bution would be accepted.

10 o’clock and Dr. W. A. Nelson delivered 


e opening talk. His subject was: “The 
amie ae Subday School Work.’ He spoke 
of the great importance of the work that 
could be done in the Sunday school and of 
the amount of good that could be accom- 
plished by the Sunday school teachers. 

He said that they should not only teach 
with their theads, but with their hearts, 
and that the opportunities that were theirs 
for training up children in the way that 
they should go, could not be estimated. He 
drew many ijlustrations from his theme 
and talked interestingly for some time. 

After the talk of Dr. Nelson, and at the 
request of Dr. Broughton, Professor Wolf- 
sohn sang a solo. 

Dr. Broughton made a short address, in 
which he told of the work of the Rible 
conference, and then introduced ar. 2. 
White, who delivered an eloquent sermon 
on the parable of the tares and the field. 

Dr. White proved to be an entertaining 
speaker and held the attention of the au- 
dierce throughout the entire time of the 
delivery of the sermon. The text of the ser- 
mon was: “The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom; but 
the tares are the children of the wicked 
one.’”’"—Matt. xiii, 38. : 

He said that the whole earth was a great 
field for the sowing of religion and that 
while Christians were sowing the seed of 
God’s word the tares of sin were being 
scattered broadcast by Satan. He said that 
the Christians should always be on the 
watch for these tares and try and separate 
them from the good seeds, which they 
were destroying. 

At the afternoon service, which began. at 
3 o’clock, a larger congregation was present 
than at the morning service and one of the 
features of the session was the Chinese 
choir, composed of the members of the 
city mission. They sang several hymns in 
English. 

J. H. Weather, of Raleigh, N. C., made 

a short talk on the importance of primary 
work in the Sunday schools and told of the 
plans adopted in the church of which he 
was Sunday school superintendent. 
Rev. J. E. White then delivered an ad- 
dress on the life and mission work of Mat- 
thew T Yates, who was one of the first 
missionaries to go to China. He said that 
Dr. Yates had done more to open up and 
spread religion throughout Chiga than any 
man who had ever lived, and his talk was 
an eloquent tribute to the memory and 
work of the celebrated missionary. 

An immense congregation was present at 
the night services and the feature of the 
session was the sermon of Dr. Broughton, 
who preached on “The Bible Picture of 
liell.’’ 

He said that there were many people who 
were opposed to hearing sermons preached 
on such a subject as he had selected, but 
that he considered such people as narrow 
minded and unabie to accept the true im- 
Port of the scriptures. 

“The Bible itself teaches that hell is a 
place of everlasting punishment and that is 
what I propose to preach,” said he.

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Rev. Albion W. Knight preached the 
fourth of a series of sermons on the prodi- 
ae son at the Cathedral yesterday morn- 
ng. 

He dhose as his text the twentieth and 
twenty-first verses ofthe fifteenth chapter 
of St. Luke: “And he arose and came to 
his father. But when he was yet a great 
way off his father saw him and had com- 
passion and ran and fell on his neck and 
kissed him. And the son said unto him, ‘Fa- 
ther, I have sinned against heaven and in 
thy sight, and am no more worthy to be 
called thy 6on.’ ”’ 

The sermon was a particularly eloquent 
one and was extemporaneously delivered. 
The third sermon of the series dealt with 
the prodigal up to the time of his destitu- 
tion and sudden remorse and repentance. 
Yesterday’s discourse took up the thread of 
the narrative and concluded the lessons 
which Mr. Knight has been drawing from 
this most fruitful of parables. He dwelt 
on the genuineness of the son’s repent- 
anee as evidenced by the quickness with 
which he carried into effect his resolution 
to return to his father’s house. 

He spoke of the prodigal’s intention to 
ask that he be employed as a servant in 
his father’s house and then to confess, his 
sins and ask forgiveness. At this point 
the speaker drew an eloquent lesson: 

“*But when he was yet a far way off his 
father saw him and had compassion and 
ran and fell on his neck and kissed him.’ 
So it is with the Father of fathers; He 
doesn’t wait for us to confess our sins. 
His love for us is to the love of the earth- 
ly father as the wave igs to the. raindrop. 
He is ever ready to receive us back into 
the fold the instant we nrake known our 
repentance. He meets us half way, as 
did the father of rr ages prodigal, and 
kisses us with tha divine lips of His ever 
blessed forgiveness. No matter how far 
we may have strayed from the paths of 
rectitude and right living: no matter how 
low the depths of iniquity to which we 
have fallen: no matter the times or ways 
we thave provoked His anger, still He 
loves us, still He is ready and willing to 


forgive.

Rev. 'W. 8S. Vail, pastor of the Church of 
QOvr Father, preached an interesting and 
forceful sermon yesterday at the morning

‘ services on the meaning of evangelical 


ministers. 

He’ said that the Evangelical Ministers’ 
Association was consistent when it adopted 
a constitution recently that would exclude 
the ministers who did not believe that 
writings of the Bible were inspired. 

His text was taken from II. Timothy 
iv:5: ‘“But watch thou in all things, endure 
afflictions, do the work of an evangelist, 
make full proof of thy ministry.” 

In substance his sermon was as follows: 

“In using the word ‘evangelical,’ one is 
obliged to recognize two facts. First of 
all, it has a meanjng that comes from its 
origin, early association and general spirit, 
and, used in this sense, any man who is 
inspired by the good tidings of the gospel; 
any man who draws his power frum the 
apostolic history and spirit, is evangelical. 
His opinions do not come into the count 
very much and the thing that is of con- 
sequence is the spirit which fills his work. 
But, secondly, words and phrases change 
their meaning with the lapse of time, and 
by this change come to have an acknowl- 
edged significance. Used by any one they 
denote certain things that are usually con- 
nected with them. 

“The word ‘carriage’ once meaht things 
that a traveler carried; now it means the 
thing which carries the traveler. Hamlet 
said, ‘I will make a ghost of him that lets 
me,’ meaning ‘him that hinders me.’ So 
it is plain that in consideting any word we 
must take the meaning in its connection 
with the times. And evangelical religion 
has now come to have a special and tech- 
nical meaning, and the evangelical man is 
usually and nearly always, a believer in the 
plenary inspiration of the Bible, a physical 
devil with a physical dominion, and, most 
important, sees a distinct mark of differ- 
ence between the natural and the imputed 
righteousness of one who has been con- 
verted. 

“The ministers of this city in earlier 
times thheld meetings that included al] de- 
nominations and all could join them. Re- 
cently they have changed the matter and 
brought it to a condition that excludes 
those who may hold different views. Per- 
Personally, I think they are consistent. The 
Only ‘thing that we have to hope is that 
they will in the future hew to the line 
and let the chips fall where they may. 

“On Monday last, in the city of New 
York, and in the presence of 400 ministers, 
Dr. Cadman made a powerful argument 
against the demand of the church for a 
belief that every line, word and dot of 
the Bible is inspired. That means that the 
liberal spirit is being felt in that church 
and that the holy spirit is stirring the 
waters there as elsewhere. And if our 
friends are going to change the doctrinal 
position; if they are going to come to “he 
ground ‘where we stand, then the whole 
matter might have a restatement—evan- 
gelical will have a new meaning—but at the 
present I beHeve the word fits as it is ap- 
plied, and think the Atlanta ministers are 
right in holding to it. 

“Dr. MocGlaufiin says he is in the Evan- 
gelical Association, and considers himself 
evangelical. What is to be said on this 
Point? If Dr. Shutter represents the Uni- 
versalist church, then it is eertainly not 
6vangelical in the popular sense. But if 
it is represented by Dr. Shinn, then I think 
it is. “Dr. Carroll has classed it among 
the evangelical churches. For myself. I 
have been expecting to see the man arise 
In that church who would move along the 
revivalist lines and develop a powerf.l up- 
heaval of emotional religion. And until the 
man comes who can do that for our neigh- 
bors, they will, like us, continue to be con-

that they are not considered evangelical 
and do not consider themselves, taking the 
word in its accepted meaning.

Dr. Wilbur P. Thirkield preached at the 
First Presbyterian church yesterday, tak- 
ing as his subject ‘“‘The Supreme Object 
and Inspiration of Life,’’ and as his text: 
Luke, x, 27. 

“The word says, ‘Thou shalt love.’ Love 
is the basis and inspiration of all moral 
excellence. It is the highest expression of 
the moral life. Love crowns and trans- 
figures the. spiritual life. Stronger — 
faith, more enduring than hope, ‘love ts the 
greatest thing in the world.’ For it has 
been well said: ‘Now abideth faith, hope, 
love; but the greatest of these is love:’— 
for love is seraph and faith and hope are 
only the wings by which it flies. 

“We are often inclined to make love a 
shallow, sentimental word. But love, as 
here used, is as deep as life. It indicates 
a tendency of the whole spiritual life. It is 
a life-movement of all the powers of orfe’s 
being, through the channel of man’s affec- 
tionate nature, toward the object of his 
love, which thus becomes the object of 
his life. 

“*Thou shalt love’—a command, an obli- 

ation, a law. Love and law, the mightiest 
orces in the universe, are here combined: 
and well may they be joined, for there is 
no moral excellence without love, nor can 
there be Without law. Law without love 
is bondage; but there is no bondage with 
love. Love without law means license, and 
may mean libertinism; but there is no 
license with faw. we have here. com- 
bined in this supreme commandment the 
law of love and love as a law.

@Upon their arrival at the hotel the 
Guardsmen assembled on the steps, guve 
three cheers for the president of the United 
States and three more for the Fifth regi- 
ment band. The next minute the bands- 
men were introducing themselv~% and fra- 
ternizing. 

Lieutenant Godfrey exerwards returned 
to the Kimball, where he is stopping with 
Mr. Harriss, manager for this tour, and Mr. 
Power, the etreasurer. 

Lieutenant Godfrey is sixty-seven years 
old. He has played for all the crowned 
heads of Europe in the past forty years 
and has many interesting personal remin- 
iscences of them, Two rings, which he 
wears and prizes, are gifts ffom the prince 
of Wales: 3 

This morning the. visiting musicians. will 
be shown over the city by members of the 
Fifth’s band.

Charles A. E. Harriss, well known 
throughout this country as a successful 
song composer, who is responsible for the 
tour of the famous British Guards’ band, 
was seen at his hotel shortly after ar- 
rival yesterday. ‘ In reply to a question 
asking how they all were getting along, 
Mr. Harriss said: 

“The American people have taken Dan 
Godfrey and his men by the hand and 
have, like everything’ else they take an 
interest in, made a success of them. From 
President McKinley, military officials, civ- 
ilians and Americans generally, we have 
received a welcome such as cannot’be suffi- 
ciently explained in so many words by me, 
but it has made the band feel a very proud 
band, and I know their only desire is to 
Play themselves right into your hearts and 
Stay there. Mr. Godfrey said to me short- 
ly after the white house appearance: ‘Har- 
riss, I have, during my lifetime, performed 
before all.the kings and queens and mon- 
archs on the face of the whole earth, fig- 
uratively speaking, and before the queen 
of England for the past forty years.

word. To us it means any other man, with- 
out regard to race, tribe, color, religion, 
with whom we live or with whom we 
chance to meet. This love of neighbor 
broadens and deepens one’s life, because 
the soul finds an object outside of. himself. 
But if we have nothing higher than the 
‘religion of humanity,’ the soul can never 
realize its highest life. For humanity is 
only finite—of the earth earthy; and man’s 
soul can never be satisfied with anything 
less than the infinite. 
“The supreme object of our life and love 
and thought, which will fill the soul with 
a divine inspiration, is found in obedience 
to the command, ‘Thou shalt love the Lord 
Not philanthropy, not selfish- 
ness, but godliness is the supreme object 
of worship. This brings into the soul the 
powers of an endless life. This makes a 
rift in the elouds and lets in the light and 
glory of another world. This is life eter- 
nal, to know, love Thee the only true God, 
and Jesus Christ, whom Thou hast sent. 
In this supreme love alone we can achieve | 
the highest personality. This love is the | 
inspiration of most unselfish service of 
humanity. Thus gone can the life he 
rounded out, full orbed and complete, in 


God.’”’ 
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MOORE MEMORIAL. 
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In a practical and suggestive sermon 
yesterday morning Dr. Holderby made an | 
interesting distinction between being good 
and. doing wrong, and he dwelt at length | 
upon the importance of Christians doing | 
good without drawing any‘ line, denomina- 
tionally or otherwise. He advocated the 
tdea of the “institutional church” 
as it provided for the actual needs of men. 

The text chosen was Galatians, vi, 10: 
‘‘As we have therefore opportunity, let us 
do good unto all men, especially unto them 
who are of the household of taith.” 

“Tt is life’s great business,’ 
Holderby, “to help our fellow men, 
not merely to sit still and be good, as some 
people think. If this were all that was re- 
quired, God would have no further use 
for us on this earth, and most of us would 
have reached heaven long before this. But 
it is commanded that we do gvod also, and 
that our good works extend to all men, 
without any discrimination whatever. This 
includes every:man who has a heart beat- 
ing in his breast and an immortal soul to 
be saved or eternally lost; whether he 
at our very door or in some distant heathen 
land. The expression, ‘especially of the 
household of faith,’ does not draw a line, 
but merely specifies where our gvod works 
must begin. It would be considered very 
strange if a man allowed his own house- 
hold to starve in supporting some 
else’s family. But he can help others with- 
out neglecting those of his own nousehold, 
And so our first duty is to our own church, 
but it should not be confined to it. 

‘There are many ways in which we may 
help others. The text says, ‘as ye have 
opportunity,’ giving a qualification, but we 
should be careful lest we let an oppor- 
tunity slip by. We may do good to others 
by sympathy in the various troubles of 
life, thus ‘bearing one another’s burdens.’ 
I think it is the dity of the church to do 
good by helping men bodily as well as 
spiritually. This is a kind of work for 
which Christ himself set an example. And 
then we may help all men by prayer. Paul 
says ‘Pray for all men.’ A Christian has 
not realized the true joy of his religion 
until he tries to do good to all men.”’ 
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. THE UNIVERSALIST CHURCH. ; 
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Dr. William H. McGlauflin preached two 
very able sermons at the Universalist 
church yesterday. At the morning service, 
before the sermon, he made passing men- 
tion of the recent action of the Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association in militating against 
his membership in that organization. His 
words. nowever. Were not tinged with the 
slightest resentment. He merely men- 
tioned the incident in illustrating the nec- 
essity for the members of ‘this church unit- 
ing in closer fellowship and preparing 
themselves to combat the prejudices of the 
world against their religion. He had copies 
of the paper fn which appeared his personal 
statement of the causes which led up 
to his expulsion from the association; these 
he distributed among the members of the 
congregations 

At the night service Dr. McGlauflin toor 
his text from S cond Corinthians, iv, 14: 
“We also believe, and therefore speak.” 
He traced the attitude of established creeds 
to new lines of religious thought and be- 
lief from the time of the coming of Christ 
down to the present day. 

Dr. McGlandin said that the Universalist 
church occupied the same attitude to tine 
world of today that Christianity in its 
incipiency had to the pagan church. TUTUni- 
versal love and a creed of divine mercy, in- 
stead of an everlasting wrath to come, 
would, he said, in the end prevail, and in 
time the church of Universalism would rise 
triumphant over bigotry and prejudice. 

After the sermon Dr. McGlatfflin stated 
that he still considered himself a member 
of the Evangelical Ministers’ Association
